SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled A Guide to Growing Marijuana in Cool Climates has been classified 
as: 

Objectionable. 

The book presents detailed instructional information on the cultivation of cannabis 
outdoors. The information is presented in a succinct and technical manner, and the 
publication is intended to be useful to the experienced grower or layperson who is 
serious about the cultivation of cannabis. 

Cannabis is a controlled drug under the Misuse of Drugs Act 1975, and its cultivation is 
illegal. Because the publication’s sole intent is to provide information on the activity 
of cannabis cultivation, in a way that will directly facilitate the undertaking of the activity, 
the publication is considered to promote and encourage criminal activity to the extent 
and degree that its availability is considered likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been applied. However, the rights and 
freedoms outlined in this Act are outweighed by the likelihood that the publication’s 
availability will be injurious to the public good, with the likely injury in this case being the 
undertaking of a criminal activity. 
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
